^nnHE following pages contain the results of many months researches in 

Libraries, Catalogues, bookstalls^ old books and newspapers. This 
^ssay to compile a Bibliography of New Zealand which shall be of service 
4it the present time, and' still more useful in the future , is, so far as I am 
4iware, the first that has been attempted. There is, perhaps, one exception 
to the statement, to be found in the Appendix to Dr. Thompson's " Story 
af New Zealand," where a valuable list of books and papers relating to 
New Zealand, down to the year 1859, is given. To Dr, Thompson I 
<am indebted for a number of entries, and I now beg to acknowledge my 
obligation. 

Not being a Maori linguist, I have not attempted to enumerate the 
many volumes which have been published in the Maori tongue. But the 
inquirer in that department of research will find invaluable assistance in 
the MSS. Catalogue of Maori Books, presented by Sir George Grey to 
Cape Colony, in 1858. An interesting reference to these books occurs in the 
preface to Sir George Grey's ^* Polynesian Mythology'^ (2nd edition, 1886^. 

With the tons of Parliamentary Papers which have issued from the 
press I have had no concern. Possibly a catalogue of them has been kept at 
the seat of Government; but it can only be of use to the smallest possible 
minority. The Government Printer issues a Catalogue of all the books and 
papers published at his Office which are now procurable. 

With these exceptions, books, pamphlets, and newspapers, all have 
Jfroved "grist to the miU," But the result of a first attempt must neces-

sarily be imperfect; and doubtless the fauUs of my compilation consist 
chiefly in sins of omission. That which stands written I have tried to make- 
as accurate as possible; that which is left out must be supplied by some- 
succeeding worker in the same field. For circumstances compel me to bring 

my work, such as it is, to a conclusion^ but it is in the hope that someone

will think it worth his while, at some future date, to take it up and 

improve it. 

For assistance J I am indebt^ to kind friends in all parts of the Colony, 

and particularly to Dr, Hockeny of Dunedin, who has courteously responded 

to each of my inquiries with that fullness of knowledge which places him 

above all other students of New Zealand history and literature.

[Tasman made the coast of New Zealand on December 13th, 1642. 
His place of anchorage was about two miles to the W.N.W. of Sepa- 
ration Point, Massacre Bay, immediately off the beach of Ware- 
warangi. Nelson Province. Here Tasman lost four men during an 
attack by the Maoris. Sailing hence to the northward, he sighted 
Cape Maria Van Dieman en January 4th, 1643, and two days later 
anchored off the Three Kings. It was some time before any narra> 
tive of Tasman's voyages was given to the world. When at last an 
imperfect Dutch account appeared (1674), it was soon translated into 
English and French, and became very popular. Sir Joseph Banks 
eventually became possessed of the MS. of Tasman's Journal, which 
was translated by Mr. Woide, the translation being accompanied by 
charts and drawings. The first really complete account of Tasman's 
voyages was not published till 1860 (q.v.). The name " New Zealand" 
appears on a chart published at Amsterdam about the year 1655 
under Tasman's directions. Dr. Hocken, of Dunediuj. when in 
Europe some time ago, was fortunate in obtaining one of these 
unique documents, and his specimen is, despite its age, quite clean 
and fresh-looking.]

Moy- 
hanger was suitably impressed with the wonders he beheld, and 
returned to his native land the possessor of an extensive gift of car- 
penters' and coopers' tools, with the use of which he was tolerably 
well acquainted. When seen by Mr. Nicholas in New Zealand, in 
1815, no European articles were observed in his possession, and it 
was conjectured that he was plundered of his property soon after his 
return.

S. Marsden (then 
on his first visit to New Zealand), Messrs. Hall, Kendall, and King, 
missionaries, with the wives and families of the two latter. The 
Three Kings were passed: on December 16th, and a landing effected a 
few days later. The principal parts visited were the Bay of Islands 
and the Thames. The Active set sail from New Zealand on 
February 25th, 1815, bound for Port Jackson. At the «nd of vol. ii. 
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is given a yooabnlary of Engli^ and Maori words, compiled by Mr. 
Kendall. This was first printed in New South Wales, and copies 
were sent to New Zealand for the use of the children. An Appendix 
contains an account of Q^orge Bruce, an Englishman who entered 
the service of Tippahee, a New Zealand chief, (whose daughter he 
married,) and who was tattooed and attained great influence. Bruce 
and his wife were entrapped on board a ship by a Captain Dalrymple, 
who carried them away to the East Indies ; and their subsequent 
adventures were curious.

[This was the first grammar published of the Maori language. 
The preface, by Professor Samuel Lee, of Cambridge, sets forth that 
Mr. Kendall, who had for years resided as a settler in New Zealand 
under the auspices of the C.M.S., returned to England early in 1820 
with two native chiefs. It was resolved by the Committee of the 
C.M.S. to take advantage of their presence to settle the orthography 
and prepare a grammar of the New Zealand language. Mr. EendaU 
and the chiefs were consequently sent to Professor Lee at Cambridge 
and in two months the work was completed. The greater part of the 
material had been previously collected in New Zealand by Mr. 
EendaU ; and the remainder in London, in 1818, from Tooi and 
Teeterree, two Maoris who had resided for some time at the Society's 
house, but who on account of ill health had been obliged to quit 
London and leave the work incomplete. The grammar contains: 
Parts of speech, a praxis, syntax, phrases and sentences, dialogues 
(some religious), songs, prayers, and vocabulary. It is noticeable 
that **d" appears in the Maori alphabet, and such forms as "pade" 
**padu" and **^(2tt," are given. The Maori equivalent of the 
numeral three is written *^katodu" This "d" sound is now repre- 
sented either by •' «" or **r." Professor Lee, in the preface, speaks 
of " Maori and its sister dialects of Tonga and the Malayans."]

[Major Cruise's *' Journal " is very interesting reading. It is in 
chronological form, and recounts the arrival of H.M. store-ship 
Dromedary at the Bay of Islands, February 27th, 1820, where it was 
hoped that a cargo of large ^'cpyny" spars could speedily be 
obtained. This hope was frustrated, for great delay was experienced 
in obtaining what was wanted, and the Dromedary shifted from Bay 
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of Islands first to Hokianga, (called by Major Cruise " Shukehanga,") 
where it was found impossible for the ship to enter the riyer, then to- 
Bay of Islands again, thence to Whangaroa, and once more to the 
Bay, whence a final departure was taken on Dec. 5th. Major Cruise 
embraced the opportunity of travelling southwards in the schooner 
Prince Begent, to Coromandel Harbour and the mouth of the Thames 
river. He passed on his way the mouth of a large " river " which 
he calls the '* Wy-de-matta." As a specimen of the Maori language. 
Major Cruise gives the following " Prayer to the Wind '* : — 

** Show nue^ shSw roa, * 

Sh6w poOf keedS keedS 
Keedea too pai darro 
Tee tee, parera rera 
Kokoittt homai te shdw,** 

Judge Fenton transliterates this into modem Maori in his " Sugges- 
tions " (1885), p. 94. Major Cruise's ** Journal" was reviewed in 
Mo.

There were 
70 people on board, exclusive of several New Zealanders, one of 
whom, a chief's son named Tarra, is said to have been twice flogged 
on the passage and deprived of a proper allowance of food. He con- 
cealed his resentment, however, and pointed out his native harbour, 
Whangaroa, as the best and safest place whereat to procure cargo. 
By means of treachery all on board were there massacred and eaten, 
with the exception of a woman and two children, and a cabin boy» 
whose lives were spared. They were subsequently rescued by Mr. 
Berry and Captain Patterson, of the ship City of Edinburgh, The 
ship was plundered, and the upper works were blown away by the' 
accidental explosion of a barrel of gunpowder, which killed Tarra's 
fatiier, eight other men, and five women. The hull drifted into 
shallow water, where Major Cruise saw it in 1820. He describes the 
stump of the mizen-mast as still standing, and states that he saw 
Natives diving into the wreck, and bringing up some of her copper 
sheathing and two six-pound shot. Early in 1885 a piece of liieet 
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^x)pper, with decayed planking attached, was brought from the scene 
of uie wreck and placed in the Auckland Museum.]

Most of the 
original portion is composed of the story of John Butherford, an 
English sculor, who fell into the hands of the Poverty Bay natives 
with eleven of his comrades, March 6th, 1816. Eventually Buther- 
ford was the only one of the party left alive, and he lived with the 
Maoris, adopting their habits and mode of life, for ten years, all but 
two months. He was made a chief, and even underwent the process 
of tattooing, not only on his face, but on his body as well. He was 
reecned by an American trading brig, commanded by Captain Jack- 
son, yrho took him to Otaheite, where he entered the service of the 
British Consul and married a native woman. He reached England 
in the Blanche frigate, in 1827, after an absence of 21 years. He was 
then in his 32nd year.] ,
